THE WEEK IN CONGRESS. 
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Closing Up the Work ot the Preseut Ses- 
SiOl. 

WastinGTon, February ,20.—The probable 
course of legislation by the senate for the co u- 
ing week, and in fact for remainder of the ses- 
sion, may best be judged by reference to the 
arrangement agreed upon by the caucus com- 
mittees of both sides and ratified by two cau- 
ensses of last week. This arrangement is sub- 
ject to the change by agreement between S :na- 
tors Harris and Sherman, chairmen respect- 
ively of the caucus committees. who are au- 
thorized to confer and amend the order of 
business. butinasmnch as it has been consid- 
ered with deliberation, it is likely to remain 
substantially as it now stands. It contem- 
plates the rigid devotion of morning hours 
until 2 o clock of each day to the consideration 
of miscellaneous minor matters upon the cal- 
endar, Which are not otherwise provided for, 
and which de not promise to give rise to ex- 
tended debate. In carrying out this part of 
the programme, bills which have passed the 
house avd have been reported favorably 
fiom the senate, the committee will have pre- 
cdence. After twoo'clock appropriatioa bills 
will have sway so long as sny remain uovon the 
calendar. So far the arrangement is liable to 
inter1uption only by presentation of and the 
action upon conference reports, which are al- 
Ways in order,and by pension bills, general 
and sccial. which, though possessing no inher: 
ent rights are, by predilections of both sides, 
to be acoorded special privileges when circum- 
stances permit. The remaining time of the 
daily sessions is to be devoted to selected 
measures of general legislation substantially 
in the following order: Nicaragua canal bill, 
resolution for inv.stigation of Pacific railroad 
accounts. bili creating department of agricult- 
ure, bill for relief of depositors in Freedman’s 
bank, pleuro-pneumonia bill (if it shou'd ba 
reported from committee on agriculture in 
time). sibitration (labor) bill, any land grant 
forfeiture hills. bill to prohibit use of muils to 

~bewspapers publishing lottery advertisems: nts, 
Des Moines land grant bill, billauthorizing 
suits to be brought in certain 
against the United States, 
seltie private land claims’ in 
states for the moneys expended in the war of 
1$]2,bill to establish internal copyright system, 
bill to quict certain land titles. It is not 
deemed probable that the remaining time of 
the session will be sufiicient to complete the 
entire list. 

The :cst important measure to be acted 
upon in the house tomorrow, if routine is ad- 
hered to, will be the Springer bill providing for 
reference of all the private claims to the court 
of claims for adjudication. The committee 
on war claims will endeavor 
to pass this bill under — suspension 
efrules. The senate amendments to sundry 
civil appropriation bill will occapy attention 
ofthe hbouse until 3 o'clock, when eulogies 
upon late Senator Pike will bein order. Wed- 
hecday, fisheries retaliatory bills will be called 
up, and a lively debate is expected. The presi- 
Cent's vetoof dependent relatives’ pension 
bill is set for consideration on Thursday. The 
remainder of the week will undoubtedly be 
devoted to the. consideration of appropriation 
bills and conference reports.

But Dr. McGlynn Remains on the Outside 
of the Church. 

New York, February 20.—The belief that 
Dr. McGlynn will be reinstated in St: Stephens’ 
church was the prevailing sentiment and topic 
of conversation among the parishioners at the 
churchtoday. Itis said that Dr. McGlynn has 
received letters not only from many priests, 
of the Roman Catholic church in this country 
and in Europe. but he has also letters from 
Several cardinals and bishops commending his 
course, and approving his strength of purpose 
in holding to his opinions on property in land, 
which are, they say, consistent with the doc- 
trines ofthe church. The theory now enter- 
tained by Dr. McGlynn’s friends is that he will 
be reinstated as pastor of St. Stephens church: 
that he will return to his 
home in the rectory, and that 
he will then go to Rome. He will never go to 

me, it is said, unless he goes as pastor of St. 
Stephens. Thereinstillment of the doctor, it 
isbelieved, will take place before April 10, 
Which is Easter Sunday. Dr. McGlynn’s health 
ig steadily improving, and he now goes out 
daily.

Two Young Girls Saved from Lives of Ruin

MONTGOMERY, Ala., February 20.—[ Special. | 
The wicked escapade of the woman who enticed 
two young girls to leave their homes in Cincina- 
natito follow ber to New Orleans and the deten- 
ticn of one of the girls, Miss Lillie Heitz, by 
rolice here last night and the subsequent ar- 
restofthe procuress and another girl, Lizzie 
Walters, at Mobile this morning, has proven a 
highly sensational affair. Chief Gerald, of the 
Montgomery police, wired the Mobile authori- 
tics to bold the prisoners at all hazards. Tae 
precuress gives her name as Gtace Gardner 
cnd claims to livein Houston, Texas, but tick- 
ets were only purchased to New Orleans, and 
the oflicials are of opinion that she only meant 
to take the gitisto New Orleans where they 
would have been in her clutches and forced to 
follow her into a life of sin and shame. Miss 
Heitz, who was detained here, 
telis a sad story of how 
che ard her companion were persuaded to 
lcave home by the procuress and made victims 
of a wicked scheme, and saysshe is not only 
willing but glad to return home. The giris 
had no baggage, showing that they left home, 


hastily and unexpectedly. They were forced’ 


by the procuress to take asleeper and ramain 
in berths while the train passed through cities 
for fear of deteetion, and when Lillie cried 
and begged to write home to her mother the 
privilege was sternly denied. An officer from 
Cincinnati is expected to arrive tomorrow to 
tuke charge of the girls and procuress and car- 
ry them back. The officialssay that Grace 
Gardner will be prosecuted and punished as 
far as possible.

MOBBING THE POLICE. 


The Street Car Strikers Causing a Serious 
Riot in Boston. 


30STON, Mass., February 20.—A serious riot’ 


occurred in East Cambridge this afternoon as a 
result of the recent street car tie up. Shortly 
after noon a large crowd of strikers and their 
sympathizers gathered on Main street Cam- 
bridgeport, and as various cars of the Cam- 
bridge line passed conductors and drivers 
were booted as “scabs.” At 1:30 p. m. 
there was a great mob at the junction 
of the Webster street line with that on Main 
street, and as a car turned into Webster avenue 
the mob began hurling bricks and stones at 
the car and its occupants. By the time the car 
got through the crowd it was a complete 
wreck, Eath succeeding car was similarly 
treated until no less thin five 
cars bad been badly damaged. 
Then the police were telephoned 
for,and within twenty minutes a large force 
of officers appeared on the scene, The mob 
had by this time been worked up toa high de- 
erce of excitement, and when the oflicers at- 
tcmpted to disperse the crowd they met with 
determined resistance. Bricks and stones were 
thrown at the police and many of the officers 
were iniured., 

They then charged the mob with drawn re- 
volvers, and it instantly scattered in all di- 
reactions. About a dozen of the strikers were 
arrested and conveyed to the police station. 
A little later the mob assembled again further 
down the avenue and wrecked another car. 
The police, reinforced by a -mounted squad, 
now charged the crowdon “double” quick, and 
the mob dispersed aldngside the 
streets after discharging a volley of bricks 
at the police. These missiles took effect in 
a dozen cases, and as many officers were more or 
less seriously injuted. Another lot of prisoners 
was taken and the stationhouse was filled with 
those arrested, None of those injured are 
thought to be fatally hurt. There was no 
furiber trouble after the last dispersion of the 
mob on Webster avenue. In South Boston to- 
day there were few minor disturbances,

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IT HAS DRAWN TO AN END. 


The Finding ot the Jury in the Great Rail- 
read Wreck. 

Tirrin, O., February 20.—The investiga- 
tou of the great Baltimore and Ohio wreck of 
January 4th, bas drawn to an end finally, and 
tomorrow morning the verdict will be rendered 
by Coroner Sepper. The verdict is a very 
lengthy document, of which the following is a 
synopsis from the advance copy served 
tonight. The coroner finds that freight 
engine, No, 20, was in an- unsafe 
spd wuneerviceable condition, and that the 
officials of the road had been notified of this 
fact, but still allowed it to be used. The 
engineer of the freight train, Edward S. Killer, 
was not intoxicated as charged, but was worn 
out with sixteen hours and fifty minutes con- 
tivousduty with a green fireman and a poor 
engine. He had plenty of time to get to Re- 
public from Seneca siding, thirty-eight min- 
utes, ten miles, but his engine was 80 poor 
and baked so that the fires were put out. It 
died on the track at the point of collision. The 
conductor of the freight, L. P. Fletcher, failed 
in bis duty for not flagging the limited express, 
for he knew the engine had died ten minutes 
before the express was due. The brakes on 
the express were inferior and ineffective, for 
they failed to diminish a speed of fofty-three 
miles an hour, more than one-half ina 
distance of 1,060 feet. The manner of heating 
and lighting the cars of the express train was 
infericr, unsafe and dangerous, and contrary to 
the laws of the state of Uhio. Had the light- 
ing and heating been proper, the cars would 
not have burned and the loss of life would 
have been very light. He, there- 
fore, finds that there was gross 
negligence on the part of the officials 
— managers of the Chicago division of the 
Baltimore and Ohio road, of Garrett, Ind., and 
through the gross negligence of Conductor L. 
¥. Fletcher, in failing to signal the express 
train, and through the gross negligence on the 
part of the owners, managers and officials of 
the Baltimore and Ohio railroad com- 
pany for using on said express 
train inferior and ineffective brakes, 
also, for using an improper, dangerots and 
uplawful method of lighting and heating the 
cars of said express. It would seem that such 
negligence as resulted in such great loss of 
life could not be other than criminal, but there 
ale no laws in Ohio making such negligence 
a crime, and no lawsunder which such per- 
sons can be charged with crime. The verdict 
will cause something ofastir, especially in 
this state, and probably be the cause of the 
evactment of laws makingsuch negligence as 
described a crime, with severe punishment,

The Romantic Story Told by a Drunken 
Young Man. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., February 20.—Edward L. 
Delong, who is winding up a week’s hard 
spree, and whois on the verge of delirium tre- 
mens, entered the ciiy hospital this morning. 
He is only 30 years of age, but is a total wrec 
in al} the qualities that goes to make a man. 
His face is bloated and weak, and he broke 
down and blubbered like a child when deliver- 
ing himself of the following romantic and pa- 
thetic story: 

“Tam a nephew,” he began in a rambling 
and maudlin voice that was scarcely iutelligi- 
ble, “of General Beauregard, and my father 
was governor of Nebraska at the outbreak of 
the war. My family have resided for the most 
of their lives in New Orleans, and formerly 
lived in an elegant house and moved in the 
most gristosratic circles of the city. My broth- 
ersand I were brought up like young noble- 
men,fand as my father was worth over $5,900,- 
0UO cur evéry wish was gratified. 

“You would not believe it,” he said as he 
locked down @nd surveyed the rags that en- 
cased his dilapidated form, “but I was once 
one of the most fashionable swells of the cres- 
cent city. I began, in early life, to drink, and 
from the winter that I first learned to enjoy a 
chat over a social glass of wine at the club, and 
to drink healths to the ladies at receptions, I 
was a ruined man. .

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TALMAGE’S SERMON. 


PREACHED YESTERDAY IN BROOK- 
LYN TABERNACLE. 


The Rev. Dr. Talmage Preaches a Great Sermon on 
the Subject: “Dem:.n'ia Dramatized,” in 
Which He Shows How They Play ths 
Fool Who ‘Trust Not in God, 


BROOKLYN, February 20.—([Special.]|—The 
~opening hymn atthe Brooklyn tabernacle this 
morning, sung by the whole congregation, be- 
gins: ° 
‘Safely through another week 
God has brought us on our way: 
Let us now a blessing seek, 
Waiting in His courts to-day.” 

Professor Henry Eyre Brown, the organist, 
rendered Satz No.lin C minor, by Thiele. 
After a running commentary on appropriate 
passages of Scriptgre, the Rev. T. DeWitt Tal- 
mage, D D., took for his text: “And he changed 
his behavior before them, and feigned himself 
mad in their hands, and scrabbled on the doors 
of the gate, and let his spittle fall down upon 
his beard.”’—1 Sam xxi, 13. He said: 

There is one scene in the life of David that 
you may not have pondered. You have seen 
him with a harp playing the devil out of Saul; 
with a sling, smashing the skull of Goliath: 
with a sword,hacking to pieces the Philistines; 
with a sceptre, ruling a vast realm; with a 
psalm, gathering all nations into doxology; but 
in my text, you have David playing the fool. 
He has been annointed king, yet heis anex- 
ileand psssing incognito among the Gathites. 
They begin to suspect who heis,and say: “I 
wonder if this is not the warrior King David? 
It looks like bim. Is not this the man about 
whom they used to write poetry,and about 
whom they composed a dance,so that the 
maidens of the city, reeling now on one foot 
ard uow on the other, used to 
sing: ‘Saul has slain his thousands, but David 
bas slain bis tens of thousands?’ Yes, it is 
very much like David. It must be David, It 
is David.” David, to escape their hands, pre- 
tends to be demented, He ‘said within him- 
self: “If J act crazily then of course these 
people will not injure men. No one would be 
so much of a coward as to assault a madman.” 
So, one day while these Gathites are watching 
David with increased suspicion, they see him 
standing by the door running his hands mean- 
inglessly up and down the panels—scrabbling 
on the door as though he would climb up, his 
mouth wide open, drooling like an infant. 
suppose the boys of the streets threw missiles 
at him; but the of

fair. Do you not he has 
lost his reason? Do not touch this man. 
Hands off!” So David escaped; but what an 
exhibition he made of himself before all the 
ages! There was a madness in King Lear’s 
madness after Regan and Goneril, his daugh- 
ters, had persuaded him to banish their sister 
Cordelia, and all the friends of the drama have 
The craz- 
iness 0f Meg Merrilies was weird and imposing, 
“and the most telling passage in Walter Scott's 
“Guy Mannering.” There was a fascination 
about the insanity of Alexander Cruden, who 
made the best concordance of the Bible that the 
world ever saw—made it between the mad- 
houses. Some time ago, while 1 was visiting 
the insane asylum on Black well’s island, a de- 
mented woman came upto meand said, in most 

tragic style: 

“God moves in a mysterious way, 
His wonders to perform ; 
He plants His footsteps in the sea 
And rides upon the sterm.”’ 

But there was nothing grand, nothing weird, 
nothing majestic, nothing subiime about this 
simulation on the part of David. Instead of 
t-ustivg in the Lord, as he had on other occa- 
sions, te gathers before him a vast audience of 
all generations that were to come, and stand- 
ing on that conspicuous stage of history, in the 
presence of all the ages, he impersonates the 
slavering idiot! “And he changed his behavior 
before them, and feigned himself mad in their 
hander, and scrabbled at the door ofthe gate, 
and Jet hisspittle fall upon his beard.” 

Taking the behavior of David as a sugges- 
tion, I wish to tell you how many of the wise, 
and the brave, and the regal sometimes play 
the fool. And in the first place, I remark, that 
those men as badly play the fool as this man 
of the text, whoin any crisis of life take their 
case out of the hand of God. David, in this 
case, acted as though there were no God to 
lift bim out of the predicament. What a con- 
trast between his behavior, when this brave 
little man stood up in front of the giant ten 
feet in hight, and looking into his face, said: 
“Thou comest to me with a sword, and with a 
spear, and with a shield; but I come to thee in 
the name of the Lord of Hosts, the 
God ef the armies of Israel, whom 
thou hast defied. This day 
wiil the Lord deliver thee into mine hands, 
and I will smite thee, and take thine head 
from thee,and I will give the carcases of the 
hosts of the Philistines this day unto the fowls 
of the air, and to the wild beasts of the earth, 
that allthe earth may know that thercisa 
God in Israel’—between that time and this 
time, when he debased himself, 
and bedraggled hism anhood, and 
affected insanity in order that he might 
escape from the grip of the Gathites. In the 
one case he playedthe hero. In the other case 
he played the fool. So does every man who, 
in the great crisis of life, takes his 
ease out of the hand of God. The 
life of the most insignificant man in this 
house is too vast for any human management. 
One time, returning from the west,[ very 
easily got on the locomotive while passing over 
the plains, and talked with the engineer: but 
coming ¢n toward the Alleghany mountains, I 
thought I would like to sit on the locomotive 
as itcame down from the mountains amidst 
that most wonderful scenery on this continent. 
Il asked the engineer if I might ride, but he 
courteously denied me, for there the grade is 
so steep, and so winding, and so perilous, that 
he must not have anyone onthe locomotive 
who may divert his attention when eye, and 
hand, and foot, and brain, must be concen- 
trated, ready for the most sudden 
emergency. Well, my friends,- life 
is so steep, and so perilous, and so exposed to 
eudden eurprises, that none but the Lord Al- 
mighty can guide and engineer it, and our dis- 
asters come from the fact that we want to get 
upand helpthe Lord to manage the train. 
Keep off the engine! Be willing to let God 
pull you where he wants to pull von. You have 
no right for an instant to surrender your san- 
ity and manhood as David surrendered his 
Put your trust in God, and he will take you 
through and over the mountains. I very much 
suspect that all the successful enterprises that 
were ever carried on, and all the successfal 
lives that have ever been lived. have been 
fully surrendered to God. When 
girl Victoria was awakened in § the 
night, and told that the throne of 
Great Britain was hers, she said to the prelate 
informing her: ‘I ask your prayers,” and then 
and there they knelt down and prayed. Do 
you wonder that though since that time al! the 
thrones of Europe have fallen or been fearfully 
shaken, hers stands as firm as the day she as- 
cended it; and in every country under the sun. 
wherever an Englishman bears that name pro- 
rounced, he feels like waving his hat and ery- 
ing, “God save the queen?” That man and 
that woman, who put their trust in God, will 
go through in triumph: while those who at- 
tempt to gather under their own super- 
vision the intricate and elaborate 
affairs of their life, are miserably 
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| that was the different way they had their sails 


set. And so does trouble come on this world. 
Some men it drives into the harbor of heaven, 
and other men it drives on the rocks. It de- 
pends on the way you have your sails set. All 
the Atlantic and Pacific oceans of surging sor- 
row cannot sink a soul that has asked for 
God’s pilotage. The difficulty is that, when 
we have misfortunes of any kind, we 
put them in God’s hand, and they 
Stay there a little while: and then 
wegoand getthem again, and bring them 
back. A vessel comes in froma foreign port. 
As it comes near the harbor it sees a pilot iloat- 
ing about. It hails the pilot. The pilot comes 
on board,and he says: “Now, captain, you 
bave hada stormy passage. Go ioow ant 
sleep, and I will take the vessel into New York 
harbor,” After awhile the captain begins te 
think: “Am I right in trusting this vessel to 
that pilot? I guessI’ll goup and see.” So he 
comé¢s to the pilotand says: “Don't you see 
that rock? Don’t you see those headlands? 
You will wreck the ship. Let me lay hold the 
helm for awbile for myseif, and taen I'll trust 
to you.’ The pilot becomes angry, and says: 
“I will either take care of this ship or not. If 
you want.to,I will getinto my yawl and 
go ashore, or back to my boat.” Now we 
say to the Lord: “O, God, take my life, take 
my all, in Thy keeping! Be Thou my guide; 
be Thou my pilot.” We go along for a little 
while, and suddenly wake up, and say: 
‘Things are going all wrong. O, Lord, we are 
driving on these rocks, and Bhou art going to 
let us be shipwrecked.” God says: “You go 
and rest; I will take charge of this vessel, and 
take it into the harbor.” It is God’s business 
to comfort, and it is our business to be comfort- 
ed. Herbert, the great thinker, philosophized 
about himself, philosophized about this world, 
philosophized about everything, then in his 
dying moments asked that only one word 
might be cut upon his tombstone, and that

take their case out of the hand of God. The 
only appropriate inscription for their banquet- 
ing ball, and their equipage, and their grave, 
and the wall of their eternal prison house— 
“Tnfelicissimus.” In drooling, moral idiocy, 
they are scrabbling at the door of their happi- 
am which never opens; miserably playing the 
fool. 

Again: I remark that all those persons play 
the fool as certainly as did this man of the 
text, who allow the technicalities of religion 
to stop their salvation. David was wise about 
a great many things, but his cuttings-up in 
the text for a little while eclipsed his charac- 
ter. And I know wise mén and great mét,; 
competent for all other stations, who are acting 
a silly and foolish part in regard to the tech- 
nicalities of religion. They ask us some ques- 
tions which we cannot answer categorically, and 
so they burst into a broad guffaw, as though it 
is of any more interest to us than it ought to 
be to them. About the atonement, about God's 
decrees, about man’s destiny, they ask a great 
many questions which we cannot answer, and 
so they deride us, as though we could not ask 
them a thousand questions that they cannot 
answer, about their eyes, about their ears, about 
their finger-nails, about everything. A fool 


can ask a question that a wise man cannot an- » 


You have a soul? 
forever? Yes. W here? 
that Jesus Christ is not @ 
Divine Savior. Whois he? Where will you 
go after you leave your law books, and your 
medica] prescriptions, and your clubroom, and 
our newspaper offices—where will you go to? 
our body will be six feet under ground. 
Where will your soul be? The black coat will 
be off—the shroud on. Those spectacles will 
be removed from your vision, for the sod will 
press your eyelids. Have you any idea that 
an almanac describes the years of your life- 
time? Of what stuffshall I gather the mate- 
rial for the letters of that word which describes 
your eternal home? Shallit be ironchain or 
amaranthine garland? Theairthat stirs the 
besweated locks of vour dying pillow, will it 
come off a garden or a _ desert? O, 
quit the puzzling questions and try 
these momentous questions. Quit the small 
questions and try these great «questions. In- 
stead of discussing whether the serpent in Eden 
was figurative or literal, whether the Mediter- 
ranean fish did or did not swallow the recre- 
ant prophet, whether this and that and the 
other thing is rightor wrong, come and dis- 
cuss one question: “How shall I get rid of my 
sins and win heaven?’ That is the question 
for you. Yes, there have been men who have 
actually lost their souls because they thought 
there was adiscrepancy between Moses and Pro- 
fessor Silliman—because they could not under- 
stand how there could be light 
before the sun rose—the light appearing in 
verse three, of Genesis, and the sun appearihg 
not until verse sixteen, and because they do not 
know how the moon could stand still without 
upsetting the universe, and because they had 
decided upon the theory of natural selection. 
A German philosopher in dying had for his 
chief sorrow that he had not devoted his whole 
lifetothe study of the dative case. O, when 
your immortality is in peril, why quibble? 
Quit these non-essentials, my dear brother. In 
the name of God, I ask you in regard to these 
matters of the immortal soul, that you do not 
play the fool. 

What isthat man doing over in Bowling 
Green, New York’ Well, he is goingin for 
ticket for a transatlantic voyage. He is quarrel- 
ling with the clerk about the spots—the red 
spots on the tickets—and he is quarrelling about 
the peculiar signature of tlie steamship com- 
pany, and he is quarrelli: g about the manner 
of the clerk who hands 1... the ticket. How 
long bas he been standin, there? Three weeks. 
Meanwhile, perhaps, twenty steamera have 
gone out of port, and I hear the shrieks of the 
steam-tug that could take him to the last ves- 
cel--that could bear him to his engagement in 
London.

THE SOUTH GEORGIA LIME SINKS, 
From the Alpany, Ga., News. 

The frequency with which deep, round 
holes are met with in this country suggests to 
mavy that there is danger in traversing the 
weeds and fields of this section. The earth 
has been known to cave in without any appa- 
rent reason, and a large area of the surface 
sink down from twenty to fifty feet, with trees 
standing justas before, leaving straight and 
precipitous sides. In some instances mules 
and plowmen have gone down together for a 
considerable distance, while cattle have been 
lostand olny discovered after they had perished 
for want of food and water, being unable to 
effect their escape from their prison, While 
all this known, the reasons forit are not gen- 
erally understood. This whole section rests 
on a substratum of lime rock which is honey- 
combed with subterranean streams of greater 
orless depth. These streams have, by the 
attrition of their sides and banks, 
worn their channels wider and 
deeper. The surface water, or rain 
water, falling gathers from the air carbonic 
acid gas, and in percolating through the porons 
soil brings this in contact with the lime rock, 
disintegrates it slowly, and it is thus year by 
year worn thinner. The soil just over where 
the rock yields most readily to the action of 
the gas and water, and in which great caverns 
are eaten, finally becomes too heavy for the 
thin arch of rock that supports its weight and 
crushes itin. The depth of the sink depends 
upon several considerations, the angles of sides 
made bythe fracture inthe surface of the 
earth and by ihe depth of the cavity immedi- 
ately under. At times the caving earth disap- 
pears and waterrises in thesink. The Blue 
Spring was evidently formed in this way, and 
the swollen river and other natural forces 
gradually cut the channel through which the 
spring now empties itself. This explanation 
was suggested by an inquiry from a young 
man as to the nature of these sinks,

The young couples who stroll down through 
the lane back of Governor Gilmer’s old resi- 
dence, through the stretch of oak and pine, to 
where the huge shaking rock balances itself on 
the enormous boulder, do not know thata 
legend is connected with the great rock and 
the little stream which winds its way at the 
bottom of the slope and out into the valley be- 
low, until it finds its home in the creek be- 
youd. 

It has been many and many a year ago; 
long before Oglethorpe county was settled. 
Where Meson academy stands was an endless 
stretch of forest, and in the meadow below the 
dun deer fed and laved their thirst in the 
stream flowing through it. The tall grass 
grew in its native luxuriance; the oak and 
pine bowed their heads to the whispering 
weet wind: upon their branches the turtle 
doves cooed and mated; and the 
lovely violets and johnny-jump-ups 
blushed and bloomed, with their tender petals 
untouched and unbroken by the tread of the 
white man. The bands of Cherokees held un- 
disputed reign within the boundless forests, 
planted their wigwams in the valleys and 
meadows, under the> whispering trees, and 
by the side of the streams which murmured 
lowly to the blackbirds singing on the bending 
rushes. 

In this olden time, the legend goes, a tribe of 
Cherokees wended their way hither and pitch- 
ed their tents onthe banks of the laughiog 
water. The warrior braves hunted the mild- 
eyed deer in the forests, and the twang of the 
low-string maired the softness of the turtle 
dove’s love song. The squaws'_ tended 
their patches of corn and maize, and 
the Indian village thrived and pros- 
pered. The moons waned and fulled, and 
waned again, many and many a time, but the 
smoke of the camp-fire still curled upwards. 
and the pipe of peace was smoked again and 
again within the wigwam of the Cherokee 
braves. In 
dusky warriors and the dusky maidens passed 
away the hours of the day, and the pleasures 
of the hunt were enhanced by the pleasnres of 
the corn dance.

Jn the peaceful chase, or when the war 
cry rang out, he was foremost of all the braves. 
Stern, umpassable,a nature's hero in nature's 
home, 

The wigwam of Tohoho was made bright by 
the laughing eyes and the lovely form of his 
daughter—a maiden wo was theone idol of 
the stern warrior’s heart,and the pride and 
pet of the Indian village. Minnehaha he had 
named her: and “‘laughing water’ suited her 
every movement. She was slender as the 
elder, willowy in form, and witha woalth of 
the blackest hair. Her eyes shone like the 
stars in thesky,and her teeth glistened as 
polished ivory. She was the gayest and most 
modest of all the maidens in the Cherokee vil- 
lage, and moved in the wigwam of the stern 
Tohoho asa queen.

But one day the braves went out to huntin 
the forests many miles away from their tents 
on the streams and from the wigwam of Toho- 
ho. While onthis hunt they came upona 
email party of white men who were prospecting 
through the forest. An encounter oceurred 
between the Indian braves and their natural 
enemies, Which resulted in the death of all the 
pale faces, save one, who was desperately 
wounded. He would have likewise been dis- 
posed of by the young braves had not Tohoho, 
who was with the party plead for his life—for 
what reason the legend does not say. But the 
young pale face was carried tothe camp of the 
Indians and placed in the wigwam of Tohoho 
himself. 

Here he remained a long time, hovering be- 
tween life and death. But Minnehaha, touch- 
ed by his sufferings and attracted by his hand- 
some, manly form, consented to nurse him, and 
daily spent many hours beside the pale face 
stranger, bathing his wounds with healing 
herbs, and moistening his lips with the spark- 
ling water of the spring near by. | 

Asthe days went by, and the beautiful 
maiden hovered at his side and ministered to 
his sufferings, the young man: improved in 
strength. He was charmed by her beauty and 
natural grace: and Minnehaha in turn became 
deeply interested in the blue-eyed pale face. 
So deep was the impression made upon him 
that the pale face determined to relinquish all 
intentions he may have had of effecting his 
escape, and to become a member of the tribe. 

When he became stronger he made known 
his wishes to Tohoho, and after deep considera- 
tion he was accepted into the brotherhood 
Cherokee. Hesoon proved himself equal to 
any of the young braves in the chase and other 
sports of the field, and rapidly won the admira- 
tion of the braves and the squaws. He was 
strong and athletic, tender but daring, and he 
soon found favor in the eves of the Tohoho. 

He did not forget the iovely young maiden 
and paid her court in his own way. As he 
learned the language of the Cherokees, he spoke 
to her of love and its sweetness in such a 
charmiug way that he soon won what the other 
young braves had sued for in vain.

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THE TRAVELING VIOLINIST. 


A Tiddle Whose Music Has Charmed 
eral Generations, 

ELIWJAY, Ga., February 20.—It may be of in- 
terest tothe musical world to know that there 
is in this community a genuine old Stradivarius 
violin, dating from the year 1721. ‘The violin 
in question is owned by Mr. H. M. Ellington, 
of State Line, Ga.; who recently by chance ob- 
tained it from a traveling musician. I¢ is in 
good condition, bearing upon its inner surface 
the time-stained incription, “Antonius Stradi- 
varius Cremonensis, Faciebat Anno, 1721.” The 
history of this instrument is no less remarka- 
ble than the violin itself, which is a marvel 
forsweetness of tone. Its history, according 
to the best information available, is somewhat 
like this: In the early part of the present 
century an Italian nobleman who owned 
and prized this “Stradivarius’ was ex- 
iled on account of political troubles, and 
during his lonely wanderings round the 
four corners of the earth, the violin was 
his only solace and companion. Notonly did 
it cheer his weary hours but it also furnished 
him the necessaries of life; for the unfortunate 
nobleman, in addition.to being exiled, was also 
penniless, At last weary, sick and heart-brok- 
en, the exile arrived at New Orleans, and after 
a short illness, died, leaving as his last bequest 
to the yankee sailor who miuistered to his last 
wants, his much prized violio. 
knowing the value of the instrument, pawaed 
it for a sopg to a pawn-broker, who iu turn sold 
ittoayoung Arkansas planter in the year 
is40. The planter proved to bea minister, 
who, when aged, no longer drew the festive 
bow.

The German Elections Today. 


A general election of uo ordinary import- 
ance takes place in Germany today. It in- 
volves, perhaps, the issue of peace or war, 
and the result will indicate the relative 
strength of representative government and 
the one man power. 

It should be borne in mind that the oppo- 
nents of the government in the last reichstag 
did not propose to weaken the army. Asan 
intelligent European correspondent puts it: 

hey did not oppose the increase of some 40,000 
men asked for by the government, but they did 
Oppose the proposition for the septenate, or, in 
other words, they refused to fix the status of the 
army for a period of seyen years. The main 
issue, then, between the government and the 
Opposition in the Jast reichstag was, whether the 
present army establishment should be continued 
for seyen years or for three years. The new govern- 
ment bill did not propose any increase in the term 
of the soldiers’ service. It simply proposed an in- 
crease of the peace effectiveness of the army by 

i2,000 men, and an extension of the army bil! cf 
1574, giving the control of [the army to the emperor 
for seven years. As the law underwhich the army 
was organized expires on the 31st of March next it 
can easily be understood why there is so much ex 
citement in Germany over the coming elections. 

The chances are in tavor of the govern- 
ment. With consummate cunning Bismarck 
and Vou Moltke have resurrected the scare- 
crow of another Franco-German war, Capi- 
tal is made out of the busy military prepa- 
rations going on in France, and the Ger- 
mans are told that they must expect at least 
one row with their ancient enemies in every 
generation. Gloomy predictions are made 
of another Napoleon, the product of some 
magical evolution, who will catch the Cer- 
mans napping, and at one fell swoop recap- 
ture Alsace and Lorraine, and dictate humi- 
liatipg terms of peace from Berlin. 

Naturally this talk has revived the mili- 
tary spirit in Germany, and it may be that 
an agitated patriotism will yield more to the 
government than will be approved by the 
second sober thought of the people. While 
this warlike bustle hids fair to influence the 
elections, it is worthy of note that the news 
from France continues to be of a peaceful 
tenor. But oflicial professions count for very 
little. In 1870 the French prime minister 
decJared, on the 50th of June, that there 
would be no war. Six weeks later Bismarck 
was formally notified that France had de- 
clared war. What occurred seventeen years 
ago may occur again. 

In the event of the defeat of the German 
government at the polls today, what may be 
expected? The reichstag will again be dis- 
solved, or Bismarck will carry his point by 
precipitating the country into the long- 
dreaded but apparently inevitable struggle. 
Events will now move rapidly. The ques- 
tion of peace or war will soon be decided. 


An Extraordinary Marriage Ceremony. 
Some of the newspapers are taking Dr.

The New York Telegram says that it

Our contemporary, having quoted these 
remarkable words, proceeds gravely to com- 
ment in the following fashion: 

There is nothing to warrant this in the law of 
the state of New York, the lex loci contractus, 
Neither party to the customary oral marriage cere 
mopy contracts to adopt the ‘family’ or the 
“‘ways’’ orthe “God” of the other party. and it 
makes no difference that the officiating clergyman 
Or magistrate superadds remarks of the nature 
above quoted, nordo they acquire any binding 
force from the fact that he is the bride’s father. It 
is desirable, of course, that husband and wife 
each shall be amiable with the family of the 
other; that they shall harmonize in their domestic 
establishment, and that they shall be of the same 
relégious faith. But noneof theseisan essential 
condition toa perfectly valid marriage under the 
law of New York, which the Rey. Mr, Talmage 
evidently needs to study up, as he is the clergyman 
of a large congregation in which heis frequently 
called to tie nuptial knots. 

Some allowance must be made for the 
Brooklyn preacher. If he indulged in a few 
flourishes, he undoubtedly tied the knot as 
tightly as it would have been done by any- 
body else. He might very{well have said less, 
but what he did say will dono harm. The 
doctor is too well known to be mis-judged, 
and he is the last man in the world to mind 
a few newspaper snap-shots. 


China to the Front, 
= The proclamation of the emperor of China 
granting perfect freedom in religion to the 
inhabitants of his dominions is one of the 
biggest events of the century. 

This policy of magnanimity and enlight- 
ened tolerance on the part of China will be 
felt in every quarter of the world. Here in 
the United States where we have virtually 
left our. Chinese residents to the mercy of 
the mob, to say nothing of the laws we have 
enacted to check Chinese immigration, we 
may look fora marked reaction in public 
sentiment. 

We are beginning to understand why the 
civilization of China did not perish with 
the other civilizations of the world. It was 
preserved by the very policy of seclusion and 
intolerance which has been so objectionable 
tous. For many centuries the intellectual 
and orderly Chinese have dreaded the influx 
of the Christians, because in its earlier ages 
violence and spoliation accompanied 
Christianity in its progress through heatlien 
countries. But the- world moves, and our 
almond-eyed friends have become convinced 
that Christianity is now a religion of peace, 
and is no longer dangerous to civilization. 
Hence the emperor’s 
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diate movement on the part of the leaders 
of Christian thought in this country to se- 
cure the abolition of the anti-Chinese laws 
on our statute books. A spirit of reciprocity 
will be cultivated, and pig-tailed immi- 
grants will be invited where they were be- 
fore repulsed. Whether this change of poli- 
cy on our part will be wise is another ques- 
tion. We have a mixture of races now, and 
it is by no means a blessing. The influx of 
the Chinege in great numbers would add to 
our complications. We should think twice 
before throwing open our doors to a country

This 
line extended from Washington to Baltimore. The 
first message as quoted was sent at the dictation of 
Miss Anna Ellsworth. The announcement of the 
nomination of James K. Polk for president by the 
democratic convention was the next message. 2. 
On Friday, July 27, 1866, at S a, m., the squadron 
comprising. the cable laying vessels arrived off 
Heart’s Content, Trinity bay, Newfoundland, the 
distance run being 1,659 miles, and the cable paid 
out 1,864 miles, showing a total slack of about 
ll percent. The first message which passed over 
the line was the announcemeut of peace between 
Prussia and Austria, which had been agreed on 
the day before at Nicholsburg.

In the Russian Prisons. 

Ellen, DesMoines, Ia: Can you give me the 
number of prisons in Russia and of prisoners con- 
fined therein? 

The Russian empire contains S84 penitentiary 
establishments (at least that is the number of 
which the administrator of prisons publishes any 
account). Theiroccupantson the first of January 
last year, numbered 94,515 of both sexes, an excess 
ot nearly eight percent above the returns of the 
preceding twelve months, Of these persons the 
ordinary houses of dctention contained 
68.000, the convict prisons, 6,500 the reformatories 
000, the prisons in Poland 8,000. The proportion 
of women was less than ten per cent of the whole, 
but in the kingdom of Poland the women amount- 
ed to ten per cent of the incarcerated (probably 
owing to their participation. in political agitation), 
Nearly 750,000 arrests take place in the year. 


Effect of Temperature on Life. 

A. L. H., Atlanta, Ga: Whatis the highest 
elevation at which men can live, and whatis the 
greatest amount of heat at which life can be sus- 
tained? 

The celebrated physician, Boerhaave, believed 
that no being, treathing with lungs, could live in 
an atmosphere having as high a temperature as 
that of the blood. According to this dictum, one 
ought to die at the temperature of 160 degrees; but 
Banks enjeyed good health on the Senegal, when 
the thermometer rose in his cabin to above 120 and 
150 degrees. Men live onthe southwest coast of 
Africa, and in other hot regions, where the heat of 
the sand uncer their feet reackes 140 anda 150 de 
grees. Cassinithought that no animal could live 
atagrea‘ter height than 15,000 feet; but there are 
several inhabited places situated ata still greater 
height, as for instance, Gartok, in the Himalayaz, 
Alexander von Humboldt ascended Chimborazo to 
a height of nearly 6,000 metres or 19,286 feet, with- 


‘out suffering any harm. The pressure of the at- 


mosphere is so light at such elevations that, 
as Humboldt was assured, wild animals when driv- 
eh up to them bleed at the mouth amd nose, Only 
the dog is able to follow man as far and as high as 
he can go: but this animal, too, loses his acute 
smell in Cofgé and Syria, and thé power of bark- 
ing in Surinam and at great heights; and the finer 
breeds of dogs cannot endure the conditions of a 
heightof more than 12,500 feet, while there are 
towns in the Andes at as greata height as 18,500 or 
14,000 feet

Modern Socialism. 

J. H. C., Briton, Miss.: Please give a cons 
densed history of modern socialism, 

Modern socialism in England may be said to have 
originated with Robert Owen, who began his 
teaching about the beginning of this century. His 
theory was that man was made entirely by his cir- 
cumstances, and to make him perfectiy happy and 
perfectly good, nothing was needed but to make 
his external relations favorable to happiness and 
virtue. He attempted the organization of various 
communities in Scotland and ip this country, but 


they all proved short-lived, and ended in failure, _| 


His scheme for co-operative societies and stores, 
however, survived, and many organizations of this 
kind have been Carried on very successfully in 
Great Britain, German socialism may be said to be 
a growth of this century. Its principal leaders 
have been Dr. Karl Marx, Lassalle, and Schultze 
Delizsch, though these teachers haye by no means 
agreed in their doctrines, The movements of 
German socialists and similar societies in 
England led to the formation, about 1863, of the 
International association, a combination of 
trades unions, like the Knights ot Labor order in 
this country, has supported the various strikes of 
the laborers in the different countries of Europe. 
Socialism in the United States for many years only 
took the form of communistic societies which were 
usually, though not always, based upon a religious 
belief of some kind. Of these the shakers were es- 
tablished in the northern states about 1750 and in 
the west some thirty years later, the Rappites were 
established in 1805, the Zoarites in 1817, the Ebee 
nezer, or Amana communists, in 184, the Bethel 
community in the same year, the Oncida perfec. 
tionists in 1M48, the Icarians in 1840 and the Aurora 
community in 1852. As to the opinions of these 
societies, several of which are now quite defunct, 
it may be said that the Icarians definitely rejected 
Christianity, though they builtan entire creed on 
brotherly love, the distinctive foundation princi- 
ple of Christ’$ teachings, and the Bethel 
and Aurora communities claimed to 
the golden rule as their only creed. The 
Shakers and Rappites adopted celibacy as a prin- 
ciple; the Oneida community advocated and prac- 
ticed free love; all the other communities held the 
family relation indue honor. Of these societies, 
only the Oneida perfectionists originated purely in 
this country, The doctrinesof the Shakers were 
first taughtin England; the Icarian society was 
transplanted here from France, and ali the others 
from Germany. It will be seen that this socialism, 
which confined itself to communitier, where 
peculiar doctrines could be tried by mutual con- 
sent, is a very different thing from modern 
socialism, which endeavored to force its ideas on 
society by violent means, and to punish all differ- 


. ences of creed with dynamite bombs, ‘the torch or 


the murderous knife. Thislatter form of aggres- 
sive efhas taken its character, apparently, 
from the nihilism of eastern Europe, which is 
simply the gospel of destruction. ;

Pencil Paragraphs and Editorial Shortstops 
Caught on the Run, 
The curiosities of literature possess a peca- 
liar interest of their own. 


It isa singular tact that, almost without excep- 
tion, the most successful literary men haye always 
been these who did very little reading. 


This seems unaccountable in an age when the 
world is fiooded with cheap and attractive publi- 
cations. Someone asked a French writer what 
books he read. He replied : 

“T never read anything but my own works; when 
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I want to read a new hovel | write one! 


Sublime sssurance, you willsay. There is some- 
thing init, nevertheless. Dickens was very much 
like the Frenchman. When he wanted to have a 
jolly good time, it was his custom to lie down and 
read “David Coppertield’” or “Pickwick,” and 
laugh himself into fits. 


—_— 


Almost as singular as the non-reading habit is the 
additional fact that nearly all men who achieve 
brilliant suecess in literature receive no special ed- 
ucation for it, but are trained in an entirely oppo- 
site direction. A lout of a shepherd breaks into 
poetry and wins fame. A common field hand tries 
clerking and soldiering, and then produces the best 
English grammar. An ignorant quadroon, unable 
to spell simple words correctly, goes to work with 
his pen, and using each failure as a stepping stone 
to success, does not pause uitil he astonishes the 
world with ‘*‘Monte Cristo!” 


But why multiply instances? Everybody knows 
that the greatest English magazine editor wasa 
shoemaker. One of our most popular poets and 
critics was a machinist, and the chief of one of our 
best periodicals was a railroad mau until he drifted 
into literature. 


1 was led into this train of reflection by the ad- 
vertisementofa literary syndicate. 
the manager of this syndicate is so familiar that I 
wil] not mention it, but his biography is notso 
well-known. As he has  wbever attempted 
concealment there can be no objection to making 
his story public. 


‘“My success,’ the syndicate man once frankly 
admitted, ‘‘is due to the fact that I never injured 
my mind by reading anything.’ 

“You don’t meanit!’ was the surprised inter- 
ruption. 

‘ButI do. 1 worked hard at all 
from boyhood up to manhood,.and finally found 
myself stranded in alarge eastern city with just 
one dollarin my pocket. I looked into a bicycle 
rink just out of curlosity, and heard that a man 
was wanted to teach bicycling. | knew al! about 
the machine and offered my services. The propri- 
etor soon saw that I was a useful man. I was so 
big and strong that falls and collisions were noth- 
ing to me. Then! wasableto ‘bounce’ a fellow 
out of the rink when he was disorderly. That was 
something.”’. 
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“J taught bicycling,’ he continued, ‘until I 
saved money enough to buy a good suit of clothes 
and black my mustache. Then my lock changed. 
The proprietor sent me to a magazine office with a 
note about some private matter. Of course I saw/at 
once thatthe editor wasa dunce. Culture had 
softened his brain and withered him. Several 
other old sticks connected with the magazine were 
Standing around, and they were discussing the 
merits ofa short story. I don't kuow why I did it, 
but after hearing the story read, I putin my mouth 
and said that it was simply idiotic rot, but fully up 
tg the average. One of the gentlemen timidly said 
that some touches inthe story reminded him of 
Dickens. I turned on him with fine scorn, and gaye 
it a8 My opinion that Dickens was all right in his 
generation, but in ours, and in that cultured city, 
his sketches might do tor the penny evening papers 
but refined readers would not tolerate anything so 
inartistic.”’ 

“Well, that off-hand criticism made my fortune. 
J was requested to step into a private office, and in 
ten minutes I was engaged at a handsome salary 
aone of the readers for the establishment. Every 
thing went swimmingly after that. I gave perfect 
Satisfaction, and my judgment was never disputed.

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“This syndicate business 1 Organized because 
there is money init. I have severa: bevs and girls 
engaged as readers. They acceptor reject manu- 
scripts, and I have no trouble,”’ 

“But can you trust them?’’ was asked. 

“Certainly, lean. Nowif they had gone through 
a regular literary training they wouid be worthless. 
They would be governed by certain second-hand 
ideas that would ruin evérything. As it is, cont- 
ing tome with perfectly blank minds, they are 
wonderfully sensitive to impressions, and natuzal 
taste controls them. Thus they accept just such 
matter as the masses want.”’ 


“But.’’ said the astonished listener, ‘how do you 
manage about such matters as style and gram- 
mar?” 

The syndicate chief broke into a laugh. 

“Style and grammar,” he said, ‘‘are things of the 
past. The newspapers, the show bills, and the the- 
atrical pufis have taught me all I want to know 
about rhetoric and grammar. I get along all the 
better for not having my head li:tered up witha 
lot of rules and rubbish. I think my success speaks 
for itself. Iexpectinashort time to control the 
Ifterary market of the country.”’ 

“And don’t you ever read anything?” 

“No, except when it is necegsary to condense o1 
polish up a story that isa little shackly. I haveno 
time toread. Besides,I am making money so rap

FRANCE AND GERMANY. 


DR. SCHUMANN POSITIVE THAT 
WAR VILL ENSUE. 
—_—_— 

The Ancient Exmiiy Between Tuetsn and Gaul— 
German Cities Plunder.d by French Free 
Booters— Batcheries of the First Napoleon 
~ Every Generation Brings its Conflict. 


The elections which take place in Germany 
today excite unusual interest in all parts of 
the world. There is little doubt but that war 
will come, and that when it does come it will 
be of such a bloody character thatit will crim- 
son history for all time. In this country, 
though far removed from the expected scene of 
conflict, the interest is most intense. Allied 
with both countries by blood, by historic asso- 
ciations and by business relations, the Ameri- 
can people feel that the conflict will be war 
between near neighbors. Doctor Theodore 
Schumann, who is one of our most respected 
Germans, being asked concerning the indica- 
tions, said : 

‘Fhe news from Europe seems to-indicate that 
war between Germany and France is inevita- 
ble.. The German people do not wish a war, 
nor can it be claimed that the German govern- 
ment would provoke one. Butif the ery for 
revenge and tor the reconquering of Alsace and 
Loraine wil! not cease, it is not impossible that 
this government should prefer to choose the 
most suitable moment for the declaration of 
war, and consequently itself declareit. It was 
in 168, (if I am correct), when Napoleon IT! 
demanded of Germany that the fortifications 
of the German fortress Luxemburg should he 
destroyed, and Prince Bismarck yielded, the 
fortifications were destroyed. 

‘The governors were very indignant throngh- 
out the country, and claimed it was high time 
that the impertinence‘ with which the French 
had always interfered with German affairs 
should be stopped. We know now, that Bis- 
marck only yielded to the French demand, 
because the army was not quite ready. The 
German artillery had not leng before boen 
supplied “with new cannons, and neither 
oficers nor men were sufliciently acquainted 
with the new guns to handle them with the 
necessary skill. It may be said here, that for 
every single gun of the German army, there is 
a book kept,in which every shot fired from 
that barrel at the target isentered and min- 
utely recorded, so that any officer or 
artillerist can learn the particulars and pecnu- 
liarities of his gun by studying this book of 
reports. ‘These guns are made very carefully 
aug very precisely, but the metal can never be 
absolutely homogeneous throughout; and 
hence, when after a few shots the barrel be- 
comes warm, the unequal expansion of the 
metal will infiuence the accuracy of the shot, 

“In 1568 the cunus were not sufiiciently known, 
the oflicersand men not safliciently drilled 
with the new cannons, the army was not quite 
ready, and Bismarck yielded once more, In 
1-70 they seem to have been ready,and now 
Bismarck did not yield one inch toa French 
demand of much less importance than that 
about the fortitications of 4.uxenburg.” 

“Well, what about the present state of af- 
fairs ?” 

“Similar circumstances. may cxist today, but 
of course they are not discussed publicly, and 
therefore nobody can predict whether war 
will be declared this time by either side or 
not.” 

_“In the event of war, doctor, what would 
be the result ?” 

“One thing is certain, if war should break 
out, it will be a fearfully bloody one, and no- 
body in Germany will doubt the result. It 
happens occasionally that he, who is so very 
certain of his suecess, finds himself disappoint- 
ed, particularly if he deems it not necessary 
to prepare himself well for the contest, and to 
bring all his powerto bear upon his antago- 
nist, but this will by no means be the case in 
Germany. The German government knows 
well enough that France is making prepara- 
tions, and equally great preparations have 
been made in Germany, but in a quiet way. 
It isa well-known fact, that in the office of 
the war department in Berlin complete and 
detailed orders for mobilization and for the 
march of every single regiment, either to the 
western or the eastern frontiers, are ready for 
the telegraph or the mail,and are revised 
every year and the necessary alterations made. 
Only by these means Germany could bring 
her troops to the frontier within ten days after 
the declaration of the war of 1870” 

“What will most likely be the immediate ef- 
fect of sucha contest?’ 

“Which ever nation is so unfortunate as to 
be beaten there will be hard times for a while. 
If Germany should be victorious, the French 
will find that they will not come out so easily 
as they did the first time. Many of us thought 
that the five billionsof francs which France 
had to pay in 1871 wasan enormous and cruel 
war indemnity; but those who are acquainted 
with historical facts, might think differently.” 

‘The two nations seem to have been on bad 
terms a long time?’ 

“Yes, the French haye mingled themselves 
in all the difficulties in Germany for the last 
three or four centuries. They had a hand in 
the thirty-year religious war in Germany; 
Louis XIV. took Alsace and Loraine under 
the most frivolous pretext, occupied Straesburg 
in the midst of peace,devastated the Palatinate 
twice most cruelly, destroyed Heidelberg with- 
out the least cause, robbed the valuable libra- 
ry of the university of Heidelberg and made a 
present of it to the pope in Rome. The 
French had a hand in the war between 
Frederic the, Great and the Austrians. The 
French republic was constantly in war with 
Germany, and their armies robbed and plun- 
dered and murdered and burned.’ Birefooted 
and ragged came the Sansculott and went home 
well equipped. They ill treated the men, 
abused the women and exhausted the country. 
There is not a family in the western and south- 
ern provinces.of Germany who (lid not have its 
traditional story to tell of the sufferings of one 
of its members.” 

“What you relate, doctor, is exceedingly in- 
teresting. Can you give any personal remi- 
niscences?”’ 

“Were I so disposed I could go into detailsand 
relate what my parents tld me, could narrate 
events which were intimately associated with 
them and come under their own observation. 

‘Napoleon I. conquered Germany completely, 
and he and his generals treated the people in 
the most brutal and outrageous manner. Gen- 
eral Davoust, particularly, treated northern 
Germany most cruelly; the populace had to 
pay million after million. For instance, the 
city of Stettin, in Prussia, had to pay such a 
fearful sum that it was impossible for them to 
raise the money. At last they 
succeeded in borrowing from a 
French financier, and in 1870, when the 
last war broke out, this city had not been able 
to pay back all war contributions engaged in 
1812, Of course, further payment was then 
stopped, and at the conclusion of peace the 
French government was compelled to assume 
the liabilities of the city of Stettin. Napoleon 
I. himself carried from Germany whatever he 
pleased—bronze bells from the church towers,

Great’s sword, preciosities and art treasures 
from Dresden, the Victoria with the four 
horses from the Brandenburg° ¢ate in Berlin, 
and untold millions, numbe men for his 
armies, after thecountry hac enruined and 
exhausted.” 

“France, then,” suggested the reporter, 
“seems to have b«cn for many years the stirrer 
up of strife?” 

“Yes, and as Dismarck recently said in the 
reichstag: Every generation in Germany has 
been threatened and molested by the French. 
If Germany can stop that why should she not 
do so?” 

Thanking the doctor for courtesy, the re- 
porter took his departure.
